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Rule 39.1(v) PCT - Presentation of information 

Claims 1 to 26 concern a method of characterizing a T-cell response of a 
final population of T-lymphocytes which method defines the parameters 
to be measured and how data is to be treated. The result of the method 
is the characterization of the final population of T-lymphocytes by 
classification into a number of subsets related to the number of 
parameters measured. Said method however lacks a technical character 
because the subject-matter of each claim as a whole does not cause any 
technical effect. 

The search has been directed to uses of the methods as defined in claims 
27 to 44 and 46 to 49. 
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No text is present under the heading "Claim 45". Thus, no search was 
carried out for claim 45. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims relating to 
inventions in respect of which no international search report has been 
established need not be the subject of an international preliminary 
examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT). The applicant is advised that the EPO 
policy when acting as an International Preliminary Examining Authority is 
normally not to carry out a preliminary examination on matter which has 
not been searched. This 1s the case irrespective of whether or not the 
claims are amended following receipt of the search report or during any 
Chapter II procedure. If the application proceeds into the regional phase 
before the EPO, the applicant is reminded that a search may be carried 
out during examination before the EPO (see EPO Guideline C-VI, 8,5), 
should the problems which led to the Article 17(2) declaration be 
overcome . 
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
